FAR-WESTERN WAYS,
From the N: Y. Tribune.

We biad a number of despatches on Wed-
nesday from localities in the Far West—
Montana, Utah, Kansas—which gave striking
sud grizzly illustrations of froutier manners
and ocustoms not yet wholly abolished in
Americs.

The Montana incident was of the lynch-law
order—one of those rude and terrible oconr-
rences which have been frequent enongh in
the Rocky Mountain regions during the last
few years, bul the features of which can only
be realized by people who have been present
at a spectacle of the kind. Two men,
charged with the crime of robbing and at.
tempting to kill a resident of IHelena, weras
caught and brought before a citizens' meetine.
According to custom, & number of leading men
delivered speeches to the crowd, insisting that
it was nescssary to public safety to strike
terror to the ontlaws; and, as always happens
at such times, an advoecate of law and order
also made his appearance, protested against
any interferance with regular anthorities, and
urged the people to disperse—all of which
advice was of course ignored. A committes
of twenty-five persons was appointed from
the crowd to conduet the trial. The prisoners
at once confessed their guilt, and at 2 o'¢lock
in the afternoon the committee condemued
them to death, the execution to take place at
half-past 4. At that time some 5000 people
were gathered pear the hangman’s tree, and
the wagon, on which stood the prisoners with
ropes around their necks, being driven from
nnder them, they were left dangling, and
¢‘justice was satisfied.” “‘The whole affuir,
according to the despateh, “'was earried ont
in a quiet but determined manner."”

The Utah incident, which was also of the
Iyneh-law order, was of even a flercer na-
ture than the foregoing. A maun having
killed a United States Aarshal somewhera
near Balt Lake City, was pursued by a “lot
of Mormons,” to wilum it would appear he
gave fight, The result was that he was finally
fkot, but uot until, in the desperate straggle,
he bad wounded three of his pursuers, one of
them mortally,

The Kausas ingident is one of those hor-
nible ecoentricities of (rontier life whiok seme
novelists delight to work np. Two “‘influen.
tial citizens” of the town of Montioello bud a |
quarrel, which they agreed to ‘“‘settle’ he
fighting it out in a dark room-—one of the
combatants Leiuﬁ armed with u rovolver, and
the other with 8 bowie-kuife. Qo the report

of the pisto]l being heard by the outsiders,
the door of the darkened room wasburstopen,
when it was found that one of the “‘influsn.
tinl eitizens” was shot through the lungs,
and the other had his throat out, Neasither of
them was dead, but both are bsalieved to he
mortally wonnded. In other times, mortal
comibats of this sort in dark rooms were oo.
onsiondl incidents of Southwestern life; but,
nnlil the present affair, we have not heard of
such An oconrrence for many years.

Gradunlly, yet with rapidity, the reign of
law and order i extending over the wvast
regions west of the Missouri, In a fow years,
the horrible practice of lynching will have
entirely disappeared, and with it many of the
barbarities which have existed too long among
onr fiphting frontiersmen.

THE REV. €. B. SMYTH, THE
COMMANDMENT, AND THE
LIQUOR LAW.

The IRev, C. B, Smyth, of the Presbytarian

Chnrch of this city, on Bunday, the 10th of
April last, after preaching a very good ser-
mon, invited two newspaper reporters to take
lunch with him. The reporters accepted the
invitation, and the party of three repaired to
a neighboring restaurant, whers, in the gourse
of the repast, the preacher called for the ex-
traordinary mixture of gin and milk, of which
be drank or sipped a quantity; and one of hia
guesls, in like manner, called for and dis-
posed of a piteher of gin and milk, as some-
thing new under the sun, It further appears
that in these proceedings the preacher not
only violated the fourth commandment, as re-
corded in the second book of Moses, but like-
wise the Sunday ligunor law of the State, and
“‘that although the company were seated in a
private room, no blessing was asked, at least
sudibly or apparently, on the repast.” Fur-
thermore, the acoused eaused his son to assist
ono of suid reporters in “‘decipering or writ-
ing ont"” the notes of the sermon preached on
sald day by the acoused.

These facts were established against the
minister before the presbytery sitting on the
subject, Moderntor Finley in the chair. DBut
My, Harper, of the Investigating Committtes,
submitted the {ollowing extenuating eciroum-
stanows: —First, that the aconsed did not ask
either of Lis guests to take any intoxicating
drink. Second, that the accensed was laboring
at the time under a considerable degree of
physical exhanstion. Third, that the quantity
of gin used by him was not large. Fourth,
that the accused did not exhibitany symptoms
of antoxication on the oceasion. Next, in
balancing the aceount, the committes having
reported against the gin, in connection with
the time, place, and circumstances, although
thie facts had been greatly exaggerated in the
epocifications sgainst the accused, submitted
in conclusion the recommendation of a re-
buke to the accused for bis censurable con-
duet, and an admonition with an engagement
on his part “to walk by the gracs of God
more circumspeotly in the fature,” The re-
port was adopted, and the rebuked Brother
Smyth is doubtless satisfied that his punish-
ment is not greater than his offense.

8o much for the Church. Now for the
press.  According to the testimony of the
Aerald reporter, whose fidelity to the facts
is established, the account of that Sunday
lunch, as published in the opara louffe jour-
nnl, was a false report, and, according to the
evidence of the reporter directly concerned,
it was not hig report, but a materially diffe-
rent report, In other words it was a report
dootored, regardless of the consequences, to
make & sensation. Against this nnzorupulons
Bohemianism we, in behalf of the Herald
reporters and all other faithful repor-
ters of the public press, munst here
enter our protest. The Rev. Mr,
Smyth, from a kindly disposition to serve
the two reporlers concerned, in reference to
that 10th of April sermon, invited them, how-
ever unwisely, to lunch with him, and they
snd he were betrayed in a little affair of hos-
pitality by another party, and hence all this
fuss about a Sunday drink of gin and milk.
Why, even the professional robbers of the
Arubisn desert regard the rites of hospitality
a8 a treaty of peace, which they are bound in
bonor not to violate. If they eat or drink
with the traveller they are bound not only
never ta betray him, but, when necessary, to
protect him within their lines of jurisdiction;
and when these rules are violated by the proess
the press is brought into disgrace.

WEED OUT THE ARMY,

Our readers mmst have noticed of late the
frequency with which courts-martial dismiss
army officers for drawing their pay twice for
the smme period. This offense, now appa-
rently on the increase, was formetly entirely
unknown to the service. At first sight it
might appenr that the corruption notoriously
infecting so many channels of public employ-
ment bad at last laid its festering hand upon
those who were, only as late as last summer,
described by o distinguished divine as “‘a
Lody of men more largely ineorrupt than any
other in the community.” Bat to those
soquainted with the eircumstances the number
of these convictions, so far from being an in-
dication of a low tone of moral sense in the
army, is o healthy sign of its disposition to
rid itself of unworthy members who have
been thrust into it throngh favoritism.

Siuce the war many good appointments of
volunteers of proved ability and integrity
have beenrt mnde in the regnlar army; but at
the same time some men have been commis-
sioned whose subsequent conduct cosls an
undeserved reproach upon that class known
a8 civilian appointinents. These unworthy
men the better disposed officers are striving
to weed out, and in their efforts they should
have the epcouragement of the Executive
and the morsl support of public opinion. In
this work of reform the majority of the offi-
cers perfirm their part, but the President has
not Litherto sustained them. For, as a gene-
ral rule, no sooner does a court-martial expsl
a man than his name is sent to the Senate for
confinuation to the very grade of wyich he
was deprived; and in nearly every instance
the complaisant Seneto bas restored the dis-
missed oflicer, in the face of the probable
sumioary muster out of over four hundred
nuassiyned oflicers against whom no charges
bave ever heen made,

Last woek two wore officers were court-
martislled in this city and eashiered for
attewpting to defraud the Government; and
glready efforts are making to restore ons, if
not both, to the profession they have dis-
graced, Lieutenant B.F, Ryer of New York,
formerly a captain of volunteers, was ap-
pointed a secound licutenant in the Second
United Btates Artillery in 1366, and was tried
and dismisved the service for conduct unbe.”
coming an officer and a gentleman. In his
remarks upon the sentence of the court
General Bherman says with reference to
Lieutennnt Kyer:—*'Previous breaches of
discipline on the rt of an officer
on trinl, especially when each misconduct
has already been suitably punished, can-
pot iustify  the enforcement of @
rentence in itselfl not snstained.” From this
it uppenred that Lieutensnt Ryer had more
thun ence Lefore incwrred Lhe disapprobation
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of his superiors for hréachea of discipline.
He was finally bronght to trial for presenting
¢ frandnlent olaims and found guilty of four dis-
tinct attempta to draw his pay twice for the
same time. The Court gentenced him to be
cashiered, and to be confined for three yoars
in n penitentiary. The part relating to the
penitentiary was remitted by tha President,
and the tax-papers of the country will hope
that the Exeovtive clemency will extend no
further, :

Lieutenant J. A, A. Robinson's record, if
more brief, is not less varied, Formerly a
first lieutenant of volonteers, he was ap-
pointed from Massachusetts a second liente-
nant in the Seventeenth Infantry in Octoher,
1867, and was transferred to the First Artil-
lery in July, 1569, Joining this regiment in
Augnst Iast, he was tried by conrt-martial for
“absence without leave,” convicted, and san-
tenced ‘‘to be suspended from rank and com-
mand, and to forfeit pay proper for three
months, and to be confined to the limils of
bis post for the sama period,” This wentenos
wis go far mitigated as to inflict a fine of
only two months’ pay proper, equal to £100;
and yet Robinson is already sagain brought
before a court-martial, and this time for the
graver offense of attempting to draw his pay
twice for the same month,

We learn that muech mandlin sympathy is
expressed for Robinson, because he has com-
mitted the offense but once; and strong hopes
are entertained of his reappuintment from
the ciroumstance of his being a relative of
Admiral Porter. Can the Senate confirm suoh
& nomination?

GIN AND JUSTICE.

The Rev. Charles B, Smyth has been {ound
guilty of baving accomplished a compound
fracture of the Christian Sabbath, by in-
dulging in gin and milk and the society of
reporters on that sacred day. With the
charges against Mr, Smyth the public is
elready familiar. His defence was guite a
remarkable one, He admitted the gin,
acknowledged the milk, and pleaded guilty to
the reporters; but he a!lv_;;erJ in extennation
of his offense that he did not pay his bill,
““I ordered it to be charged to me,” said Mr,
Smyth, *‘in order not to break the Sabbath
by paying it"—from which it appears that
Mr. Smyth regards it as a breach of the
fourth commandment to pay his lawfal
debts on HBunday., This is certainly a
singular phase of eclerical morality; but,
after all, it is what we might expeot from a
man who was capable of mixing gin and
milk. The plea, ingenious as it was, did not
sauve the culprit, who was rebuked with
solemn severity by a brother clergyman, The
latter dwelt upon the heinonsness of Mr.
Smyth's offense, and reproved him for hav-
ing set a bad example to the reporters who
were parfakers of his gin and milk, Itisto
be hoped that this painful example will not
be withoat its effect upon the clergy. 'The
reporters whose duty compels them to at-
tend the ministrations of Mr. Smyth and
other porulur preachers shounld not be un-
necessarily exposed to demoralizing influ-
ences, If they are to be brought into
contact with heretical beverages in addition
to unorthodox doctrines, a certain deteriora-
tion in their morals must be the consequence,
Mr. Smyth has taught at least three reporters
how to compound a beverage of which they
had formerly been in innocent ignorance.
If these unfortunate young men hencefor-
ward wander from the path of plain and legi-
timate drinking into the strange and dan-
goroun ways of gin and milk, their fall will
6 the result of Mr. Smyth's evil exampls,
Now that justice has overtaken him, let him
see to it that in future he shall never so
adulterate his gin as to make it a snare for
innocent reporters,

A MORAL FOR SCHENCK.

Mr., Schenck says if bis tariff bill is killed,
as it now promises to be, its epitaph will be
“nibbled to death by pismires,” or *‘kicked
to death by grasshoppers.” But we trust the
bill will not be killed. Let the pismires and
grasshoppers swarm about it, and divest it, as
they are rapidly doing, of its unjust monopoly
features, and then give ita fair field and
long life.

Let Bchenck be warned. The pismires and

hoppera will be to the giant Monopoly
what the Lilliputians were to Brobdignag.
Numbers go further than mere muscle aund
meat.

Another thing. Defore Mr, Schenck beats
the mir any longer as the blind windmill of
the tariff, be onght to study political economy
as taught by these very pismires of which he
speaks in such contemptuons terms., The
ant, or pismire, is the very model of a healthy
and vigorous home industry. He is the pat-
tern worker of the universe. He asks and re-
ceives no protection. His gains are the sim-
ple rewards of his own unaided labor.

Moreover—and to this fact we call Mr.
Schenck’s particular attention—the ant is the
great renovator of the universe. He is the
great cleanser of the Augean stables of the
earth, He feeds npon offal, and withdraws
from exposure all the poisonous carcases
whose noxious gases are the chief enemy of
man, He has been known to consuma every
particle of the unwholesome body of a mam-
moth elephant. Think of that, Mr. Schenck !
and thank Providence for providing the ant
that shall clear away the corrupt carcase of
Tariff Monopoly when the House shall have
slain the giant and thrown its body out upon
the pluin.
